REFORM  OF  THE  PHARMACY  LAW. 


( Reprinted  from  The  Daily  Telegraph .) 

A  bill  to  amend  the  pharmacy  law  figures  in  the  ruck  of  the  promises 
given  in  the  Governor’s  speech  at  the  opening  of  this  session.  It 
will  probably  be  postponed  until  late  in  the  session,  and  finally 
shelved  as  an  abstract  reform — a  re-arrangement  of  conditions  that 
have  answered  fairly  well  so  far,  and,  therefore,  cannot  require 
hurried  alteration.  And  yet  because  of  its  vital  importance  to  the 
whole  community,  and  its  immediate  and  extensive  bearing  upon  the 
public  health,  no  Bill  on  the  Government  programme  is  more 
urgently  needed  than  this  one.  The  law  as  it  now  exists  is  impotent 
for  all  practical  purposes.  Under  it  any  man  who  has  a  wish  to  do 
so,  or  who  sees  a  possibility  of  making  money  thereby,  can  go  into 
business  as  a  chemist.  Hospital  wardsmen  who  have  been  allowed 
to  assist  in  making  up  simple  prescriptions  with  ingredients  they 
know  absolutely  nothing  about,  doctor’s  grooms  whose  only  training 
has  been  in  the  washing  of  medicine  bottles,  sailors  whose  help  has 
been  requisitioned  by  the  ships’  doctors,  and  bush  doctors  with  a 
slender  familiarity  with  the  materia  medica,  can  and  do  become 
chemists  and  druggists.  The  law  allows  them  to  do  so,  and  only 
pretends  to  interfere  when  they  violate  the  Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons 
Act  by  selling  poisons.  If  it  did  that  effectually  it  might  achieve 
some  good  by  standing  between  the  public  and  dispensers  who 
either  do  not  know  how  to  dispense  a  prescription,  or  if  they  do, 
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make  it  up  with  cheap  drugs  that  cause  more  harm  than  good. 
Much  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  prescriptions  include  poison  of  some 
sort,  and,  therefore,  [if  the  sale  of  poisons  by  unlicensed  persons 
was  prevented,  some  benefit  would  be  obtained.  But  that  is  not 
done.  Recently  the  whole  country  was  agitated  for  months  over  a 
criminal  case  the  rights  and  wrongs  of  which  turned  on  the  question 
of  whether  the  accused  person  had  or  had  not  bought  arsenic. 
Eventually  it  turned  out  that  he  obtained  it  from  a  person  who  is  in 
business  as  a  chemist,  who  is  allowed  by  the  law  to  remain  so,  but 
who,  having  no  formal  proof  of  qualification,  is  not  supposed  to  sell 
poisons.  Had  he  been  a  chemist  of  a  certain  status  he  would  have 

kept  a  poisons  book  in  which  the  sale  or  gift  of  this  arsenic  would 
have  been  entered,  the  purchaser  would  have  been  traced,  and  that 
might  have  ended  the  case.  Apart  from  that,  there  are  ever  so 
many  so-called  chemists  in  practice  throughout  the  country  whose 
ignorance  and  cupidity  lead  them  to  make  up  prescriptions  wrongly 
and  cheaply,  and  so  inflict  untold  harm  on  the  unfortunate  patients 
who  employ  them.  If  the  actual  effects  produced  by  bad  dispensing 
in  aggravating  sickness  and  causing  death  where  life  might  have 
been  saved  could  be  plainly  stated,  the  public  demand  for  a  Phar¬ 
macy  Bill  would  be  louder  than  ever  was  made  for  any  of  the 
popular  measures  that  are  generally  the  staple  of  political  propagan¬ 
das.  It  would  be  instantly  seen  that  a  business  in  which  health  and 
life  are  affected  is  urgently  in  need  of  the  systematic  regulation 
which  is  practised  so  rigorously  in  connection  with  the  legal  business, 
where,  as  a  rule,  much  less  vital  issues  are  dealt  with. 

The  pincipal  aim  of  a  Bill  of  this  sort  would  simply  be  to  ensure 
that  one  shall  become  a  chemist  and  druggist  who  has  not  proved 
his  possession  of  practical  as  well  as  theoretical  knowledge,  of 
efficiency  in  mixing  drugs  as  well  as  acquaintance  with  their  thera¬ 
peutical  properties.  Clearly  that  is  in  the  interest  of  that  greatest 
number  whose  greatest  good  is  supposed  to  be  the  object  of  legisla¬ 
tion.  The  minority,  however,  those  who  qualify  by  the  apprentice¬ 
ship  and  examination  that  are  unavoidably  essential  to  real  proficiency, 
would  also  receive  benefit  for  such  a  rule.  At  present  young  men 
on  whose  education  as  chemists  and  druggists  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  money  is  expended,  are  liable  to  find  themselves  little  or  no 
better  off  when  their  apprenticeship  has  been  served  than  they  were 
at  first.  If  they  start  in  business,  any  man  who  has  money  or  credit 
enough  can  go  into  competition  with  them,  and  as  such  competitors 
generally  use  the  cheapest  material  they  can  obtain,  regardless  of 
their  real  value,  the  legitimate  chemist  may  suffer  as  his  rival’s 
customers  unquestionably  do.  Certainly  the  qualified  chemist  might 
also  use  cheap  or  inferior  drugs;  but  he  would  do  so  at  the  risk  of 
being  detected  and  exposed  by  vigilant  authority. 
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But  leaving  aside  the  question  whether  or  not  the  chemist  has 
the  same  right  to  protection  in  his  profession  as  the  lawyer  has  in 
his,  it  must  be  obvious  that  the  public  interest  requires  a  re-adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  law.  In  the  other  colonies  and  most  other  countries 
this  has  been  practically  appreciated.  Legislative  provision  is 

generally  made  for  chemists  serving  apprenticeships  and  passing 
examinations,  and  unqualified  persons  are  prevented  from  practising. 
In  Victoria  an  Act  is  in  force  which,  having  been  found  effectively 
and  without  harshness  or  unfairness,  might  well  be  adopted  here — a 
plan  which  would  have  the  additional  advantage  of  bringing  the  two 
colonies,  if  not  all,  into  line  by  assimilating  the  law.  It  will  also  be 
necessary  to  remove  a  number  of  the  anomalies  with  respect  to  the 
admission  of  chemists  qualified  in  other  countries  with  which  the 
present  crude  Act  reeks. 

It  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  in  the  event  of  a  Pharmacy 
Bill  being  proposed,  the  experience  of  the  Medical  Bill  will  be 
made — first,  that  chemists  and  druggists  are  being  assisted  to  make 
a  close  corporation  of  their  business,  and,  second,  that  injury  is 
being  done  to  those  who  have  already  followed  it  successfully  enough, 
particularly  in  sparsely-settled  districts.  As  to  the  first  objection, 
Parliament  should  be  able  to  devise  sufficiently  effective  safeguards 
with  which  to  surround  the  proposal  that  will  doubtless  be  made  to 
appoint  a  controlling  Pharmacy  Board.  As  to  the  second,  conces¬ 
sions  will  obviously  have  to  be  made.  As  a  matter  of  political 
practicability  it  would  be  impossible,  if  it  was  fair,  to  pass  a  Bill  to 
sweep  away  vested  interests  to  which  there  are  at  least  strong 
possessory  titles.  But  even  in  such  cases  it  might  be  feasible  to 
provide  that  established  chemises  with  no  recognised  qualification 
should  be  required  to  pass  some  modified  examination.  When  a 
person  is  daily  handling  poisons  out  to  consumers  of  medicine,  to 
stipulate  that  he  shall  be  slightly  familiar  with  their  possibilities  and 
have  some  dexterity  in  administering  them  in  proper  proportions 
really  does  not  seem  to  be  asking  a  great  deal.  Another  possible 
objection  which  may  as  easily  be  overcome  is  that  under  strict  con¬ 
trol  over  the  sale  of  poisons  and  pharmacy  generally,  country 
residents  would  be  unable  to  make  purchases  from  local  storekeepers 
of  the  poisons  they  use  for  various  purposes  in  their  vocations.  At 
present  storekeepers’  licenses  to  sell  poisons  are  issued  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  medical  man  and  police  magistrate.  That  system 
could  be  continued,  and  even  slightly  extended,  if  necessary,  to  meet 
requirements  in  remote  districts  where  the  business  obtainable  would 
not  pay  a  qualified  chemist.  In  this  way — by  admitting  the  impos 
sibility  of  depriving  persons  now  in  business  of  their  interests,  but 
providing  against  any  further  encroachment  of  the  dangerously 
ignorant — reform  could  be  achieved  in  a  direction  which  experience 
shows  to  be  of  the  most  serious  importance  and  urgency.

Mr.  Beck  intends  returning  to  Australia  at  an  early  date, 
bringing  several  good  agencies  from  American  firms. 

The  Bicycle. — Mr.  Alison,  of  Richmond,  and  Mr.  Butcher? 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  are  the  latest  devotees  to  cycling. 
There  is  quite  a  string  of  pharmacists  who  have  taken  to  this  splendid 
exercise  ;  someday  possibly  we  may  see  a  Pharmacists’  Cycling  Club. 

Salaerafus. — In  reply  to  a  correspondent  who  asks  “What  should 

1  dispense — bicarbonate  of  sodium  or  bicarbonate  of  potassium,  when  an 
old  lady  comes  in  and  asks  for  ‘  sally-r^/-us  ?  ’  ”  The  National  D/uqgist 
replies  that  the  first  named  is  the  salt  (Wood  and  Bache  say  a  salt  between 
the  carbonate  and  bicarbonate)  is  what  was  formerly  called  salaeratus. 

The  Petition  to  Parliament — The  response  to  the  request 
for  signatures  advocating  a  Pharmacy  Bill  instigated  by  the  Pharmacy 
Board,  has  been  a  most  generous  one,  considering  the  little  interest 
the  public  takes  in  matters  appertaining  to  their  health.  Over  3,000 
signatures  have  been  sent  in  to  the  office,  and  it  is  proposed  to  place  the 
petition  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Molesworth,  who  has  always  taken  great 
interest  in  pharmaceutical  affairs,  for  presentation  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  at  an  early  date. 

Rontgen’s  Rays  a  foe  to  Bacteria. — Considerable  sensation 
has  b«en  occasioned  in  American  scientific  circles,  says  the  Daily  News, 
by  a  claim  put  forward  on  behalf  of  Professors  Pratt,  Wrightman,  and 
Bennett,  of  the  Medical  College,  Chicago,  to  the  effect  that  they  have  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  Rontgen  rays  are  able  to  kill  the  bacteria  of  cholera, 
diphtheria,  pneumonia,  influenza,  glanders,  typhoid,  tuberculosis,  and 
anthrax.  For  some  time  past  scientific  men  have  been  working  here  on 
the  lines  of  the  experiments  instituted  with  a  similar  object  in  view  in 
Germany  and  Austria,  but  little  or  no  result  has  been  obtained.  Details 
of  the  new  claim  are  therefore  awaited  with  much  eagerness. — Sanitary 
Record. 

A  Young  Woman  Poisoned. — Yesterday  afternoon  a  young 
woman  named  Agnes  M‘Donald,  17  years  of  age,  was  taken  to  the  Sydney 
Hospital  by  Miss  Evelyn  Righton,  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a  dose  of 
opium  and  belladonna.  It  was  explained  that  Miss  Righton  had  been 
acquainted  with  the  girl  M ‘Donald  for  the  last  seven  years.  Yesterday,  at 

2  o’clock,  the  latter  expressed  her  intention  of  doing  away  with  herself. 
The  two  women  went  into  the  Trades  Hall  Hotel,  Dixon-street,  and  had 
some  drinks.  After  leaving  the  hotel  the  girl  M‘Donald  took  the  bottle 
from  her  pocket  and  drank  the  contents.  Her  companion  snatched  the 
bottle  away,  but  not  in  time  to  prevent  her  from  taking  the  poison.  The 
girl  is  now  lying  in  the  Sydney  Hospital  in  a  critical  condition. 

Compound  Caffeine  “Tabloids.” — “Tabloid”  Caffeine 
compound,  B.W.  &  Co.  Each  “  Tabloid  ”  contains  one  grain  of  Caffeine 
and  three  grains  of  Antipyrin,  and  like  all  other  “  Tabloids  ”  intended  for 
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internal  administration,  disintegrates  immediately  on  coming  into  contact 
with  water  or  the  juices  of  the  stomach.  The  specific  action  of  Caffeine 
on  the  secreting  cells  of  the  kidney  is  well  known,  and  as  a  diuretic 
analgesic  and  cardiac  tonic  this  alkaloid  has  many  important  uses.  Unlike 
digitalis,  it  has  no  cumulative  action  when  administered  in  heart  disease. 
The  analgesic  action  of  small  doses  of  Antipyrin  has  been  frequently 
proved,  and  it  is  hoped  for  the  above  combination  that  it  will  prove  very 
useful  in  many  forms  of  neuralgia,  in  which  it  is  inadvisable  to  give 
Antipyrin  without  any  accompanying  heart  tonic.  “Tabloids”  of  compound 
Caffeine  have  been  strongly  recommended  by  some  authorities  in  cases  of 
megrim,  and  it  is  in  cases  of  this  disease  that  the  best  results  have  so  far 
been  obtained. 

A  Good  Suggestion. — Under  the  heading  of  “dangerous 
similarity,”  the  Druggists’  Circular  advocates  the  abolition  of  the  ancient 
signs  for  dram  and  ounce.  The  article  was  as  follows : — This  similarity 
has  led  to  serious  and  sometimes  fatal  mistakes  ;  but  still  medical  men  go 
on  using  them  just  as  if  no  danger  existed.  For  years  past  we  have 
steadily,  though  unobstrusively,  expressed  our  conviction  in  regard  to 
these  symbols  by  failing  to  use  them,  except  where  required  to  give 
reprints  which  it  was  desirable  to  produce  as  literally  as  possible — prescrip¬ 
tions,  for  instance,  which  are  submitted  for  comment.  In  all  other  cases 
where  abbreviation  is  employed  we  use  simply  “  dr.”  for  dram  and  “  oz.” 
for  ounce,  the  latter  a  mongrel  sort  of  sign,  it  is  true,  but  one  which  is 
nevertheless  easily  written,  and  which  it  is  practically  impossible  to  mis¬ 
understand  where  the  writing  exhibits  any  approach  to  legibility.  We  are 
uncertain  whether  it  would  not  be  still  better  to  dispense  with  abbrevia¬ 
tions  altogether  in  writing  quantities  ;  at  all  events,  the  ancient  signs  ought 
to  “  go  ”  before  they  can  do  any  more  damage. 

A  Country  Letter. — One  of  our  correspondents,  commenting 
upon  the  recent  refusal  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  to  grant  licenses  to  sell 
bluestone  to  country  storekeepers  in  towns  where  there  are  chemists, 
writes  as  follows  : — “  I  cannot  help  feeling  amused  at  the  opinion  of  a 
member  of  the  Board  who  said  *  a  lb.  of  bluestone  was  a  wholesale 
quantity.’  We  sell  parcels  of  28  lbs.,  and  don’t  think  such  orders  whole¬ 
sale  at  all.”  The  same  correspondent  goes  on  to  say,  “  I  hope  we  may 
be  successful  in  having  the  Pharmacy  Bill  passed.  Parliament  seems  to 
be  in  the  humour  to  introduce  varied  forms  of  legislation  upon  matters 
hitherto  untouched,  to  wit,  the  Dentist’s  Bill.  My  opinion  is  that  chemists 
will  disappear,  and  that  Doctors  as  apothecaries,  keeping  open  shops,  will 
take  their  places.  The  storekeepers,  and  the  Sydney  large  houses,  are  all 
becoming  general  storekeepers,  and  will  supply  all  the  patent  medicines 
the  public  may  require.  Doctors  are  becoming  so  numerous  that  in 
country  towns  they  feel  disposed  to  keep  their  own  medicines,  or  require  a 
high  percentage  on  all  their  scrips  and  repeats,  free  medicines  for  them¬ 
selves,  &c.  The  rest  of  the  chemist’s  business  is  competed  for  by  the 
local  storekeeper,  so  that  his  days  are  numbered  unless  something  is  done 
for  him.” 
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The  Dentists’  Bill  . — This  measure  was  introduced  into  the 
Legislative  Council  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Trickett  on  Thursday,  June  nth. 
Sir  A.  Renwick  and  Dr.  Bawker  spoke  in  its  favour,  but  further  discussion 
was  postponed  until  Thursday,  June  18th,  to  enable  hon.  members  to  con¬ 
sider  the  Bill.  At  the  debate  on  the  motion  for  the  second  reading  which 
took  place  as  arranged  on  Thursday,  June  18th,  Sir  Arthur  Renwick  said 
that  he  had  given  the  measure  as  careful  consideration  as  he  could  under 
the  circumstances,  and  although  he  agreed  with  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  he 
thought  it  would  require  a  great  deal  of  alteration.  A  Bill  of  the  kind  was 
eminently  desirable  to  protect  the  community  from  the  charlatans  and 
quacks  advertised  by  placards,  and  in  other  ways,  and  did  infinite  harm  to 

the  community.  Mr.  C.  G.  Heydon  said  that  the  Bill  was  open  to 
criticism  in  various  ways.  In  the  first  place  clause  7  called  for  a  good 
deal  of  consideration.  He  also  thought  that  clauses  8,  9  (sub-clause  A), 
10,  11,  and  12  would  require  revision.  Dr.  MacLaurin  said  that  they 
were  all  agreed  as  to  the  general  principle  of  the  Bill,  he  suggested  that  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  should  be  carried,  and  that  they  should  go  into 
committee  pro  forma  in  order  that  the  member,  Mr.  Trickett,  should  have 
time  to  consider  the  objections  which  had  been  brought  forward.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Mr.  Trickett  briefly  replied,  and  the  motion  for  the  second  reading 
of  the  Bill  was  carried  without  division.  The  House  went  into  committee 
pro  forma ,  progress  was  reported,  and  leave  given  to  sit  again  that  day 
fortnight. 

The  Poisons’  Act. — Dr.  Ross,  member  for  Molong,  moved  the 
adjournment  of  the  House  to  bring  under  notice  certain  difficulties  that  had 
arisen  in  connection  with  the  Sale  and  use  of  Poison  Act.  As  usual 
honourable  members  showed  their  very  small  knowledge  of  this  question. 
Dr.  Ross  said  the  season  had  now  arrived  when  farmers  were  putting  in 
their  wheat  crops,  and  it  was  absolutely  necessary  that  they  should  be 
given  facilities  for  obtaining  a  sufficient  supply  of  bluestone,  or  sulphate  of 
copper,  as  it  was  named  in  the  schedule  of  poisons.  The  settlers  in  the 
interior  experienced  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  getting  sufficient  of  this 
article  to  steep  their  seed  wheat  in  order  to  protect  their  crops  from  the 
ravages  of  blight  and  rust.  He  was  strongly  opposed  to  any  suggestion 
that  poisons  should  be  entrusted  to  the  care  of  any  one  who  was  not 
well  instructed  as  to  the  manner  in  which  they  could  be  used  rightly,  but 
in  this  case  it  was  his  view  that  the  benches  of  magistrates  who  granted 
licenses  to  hawkers,  timber-getters,  and  publicans  should  be  entrusted  with 
discretionary  powers  in  the  matter  of  granting  licenses  to  enable  farmers 
to  obtain  bluestone  without  having  to  send  to  Sydney  and  get  it  through 
the  Pharmacy  Board.  *  The  Premier  said  it  was  a  fact  that  the  Government 
were  preparing  a  Pharmacy  Bill  at  the  present  time,  but  it  was  a  distinct 
measure  from  the  Poisons  B  ll.  The  hon.  member  had,  however,  con¬ 
vinced  him  of  the  necessity  of  going  further  than  he  originally  intended  to 
do,  in  dealing  with  the  Poisons  Act.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the  law

as  to  poisons  was  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  state.  It  was  20  years  old,  and 
required  to  be  revised.  He  promised  his  hon.  friend  that  in  drafting  the 

Pharmacy  Act  he  would  see  if  he  could  not  do  something  to  meet  the 
views  expressed  by  the  hon.  member.  Mr.  M‘Laughlin  said  he  was  afraid 
that  the  Pharmacy  Board  were  exceeding  their  powers,  and  using  the  Act 
to  form  a  sort  of  chemists’  and  druggists’  union.  He  knew  a  case  in  his 
constituency  where  a  business  person  who  had  received  a  certificate  from 
two  medical  men  that  he  was  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  sell  poisons  was 
refused  a  license  by  the  Pharmacy  Board.  The  farmers  would  suffer  no 
hardship  in  any  district  if  they  would  duly  go  to  the  proper  quarters  for 
their  supply  of  bluestone,  viz.,  the  local  chemist  who  is  the  most  fit  and 
proper  person  to  have  the  control  of  the  sale  of  poison.  In  other  places 
remote  from  large  towns,  a  local  storkeeper  is  always  granted  a  license 
upon  application,  therefore  there  is  not  the  slightest  necessity  to  empower 
magistrates  to  issue  licenses  to  Dick,  Tom,  and  Harry,  who  would  not 
know  the  nature  of  the  substance  they  were  going  to  handle.  Mr. 
M‘Laughlin’s  constituent  was  evidently  refused  a  license  because  there  was 
a  chemist  in  the  town,  who  we  say  again,  is  the  person  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  sale  of  poisons.  The  Pharmacy  Board  do  not  exceed  their  powers, 
but  do  their  best  to  protect  the  public  in  the  administration  of  a  very  badly 
constructed  Act.  The  sooner  the  Premier  considers  the  introduction  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  the  better  for  the  country,  but  he  will  find  it  impossible 
to  embody  a  Poison  Act  and  Pharmacy  Act  in  one.

THE  QUARTERLY  EXAMINATION  FOR  THE  CERTIFICATE  OF  THE  COLLEGE  OF 

PHARMACY. 

The  reports  from  the  examiners  in  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and 
Botany  were  received.  Eight  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom 
six  passed  in  all  subjects.  The  report  was  received,  and  ordered  to  be  sent 
to  the  Pharmacy  Board. 

AMENDMENT  OF  THE  DENTAL  ACT. 

The  resolutions  passed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Dental  Profession, 
held  in  Melbourne  on  the  28th  ult.,  were  laid  on  the  table,  and  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  who  acted  on  the  Committee  stated  that  the 
resolutions  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Dental  Board,  with  a  request  signed 
by  over  200  registered  dentists,  that  the  Board  would  transmit  the  resolu¬ 
tions  to  the  Government  as  the  opinion  of  the  profession  as  to  the  amend¬ 
ments  necessary. 


The  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  first  terminal  examination  of 
Medical  Students  of  the  Melbourne  University,  attending  the  pharmacy 
classes  at  the  College,  was  held  on  the  1st  of  May,  1896  The  following 
were  the  questions  given: — Time  allowed,  two  hours.  1.  Discuss  “  Chemical 
Incompatibility  ”  as  fully  as  you  can.  2.  Spiritus  Ammonise  Aromaticus. 
State  its  synonym,  composition  and  dose.  3.  Write  a  prescription  in  Latin 
for  a  mixture  having  a  local  sedative  influence  on  the  gastric  mucous  mem¬ 
brane.  Use  metric  weights  and  measures.  4.  Write  to  their  lull  Latin 
terminations  the  following  :  (a)  Coch  amp.  pro  dos.  alt.  horis  tuss.  urg. 

(b)  Dimid.  statim.  reliq.  vesperi  sum.  ;  ( c )  In  pulv.  sex  aeq.  div.  ;  ( d )  Cap 
sod.  pot.  tart,  drachmas  duas  sing.  noct.  5.  Write  the  saturation  table  for 
20  grains  citric  acid.  6.  Compound  and  dispense  prescription  at  table. 


QUEENSLAND. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  following  is  the  text  of  a  letter 
received  by  the  Council  from  Mr.  C.  Ridgley,  chemist,  of  Townsville, 
which  was  thoroughly  approved  of  by  the  members,  and  a  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Chater,  Watkins,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  Blake), 
were  appointed  to  prepare  a  letter  on  the  lines  suggested,  such  draft 
to  be  dealt  with  at  next  meeting: — “  I  am  writing  to  you  on  a  subject 
which  I  think  is  of  considerable  importance  alike  to  chemists,  the 
medical  profession,  and  the  general  public.  I  am  frequently  dispens¬ 
ing  prescriptions  in  which  unusually  large  doses  of  more  or  less 
dangerous  drugs  are  prescribed,  and  I  cannot  call  to  mind  a  single 
instance  where  the  prescriber  gave  any  indication  which  would 
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enable  the  dispenser  to  know  that  the  prescriber  had  not  by  a  slip  of 
the  pen  made  a  mistake.  During  the  time  I  have  been  dispensing 
prescriptions,  I  have  met  with  a  large  number  of  errors  on  the 
part  of  medical  practitioners,  some  of  the  mistakes  being  of  a  very 
serious  description,  and  I  have  probably  met  with  an  equal  number 
of  prescriptions  concerning  which  I  have  been  in  doubt  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  prescriber  intended  what  he  had  written.  In  those  cases 
where  I  have  not  been  able  to  ask  the  prescriber,  I  have  acted  on  my 
own  discretion,  with  the  result  that  I  have  sometimes  been  right  and 
sometimes  wrong.  I  could  enumerate  several  cases  where  most 
unpleasant  incidents  have  occured  in  consequence  of  prescription 
errors,  or  supposed  errors,  not  only  in  business  where  I  have  been 
engaged,  but  also  in  others.  It  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  give 
details,  because  I  suppose  every  chemist  goes  through  pretty  much 
the  same  experience.  My  object  in  writing  this  letter  is  to  make  a 
suggestion,  viz.,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  be  instructed  to  send  a  circular  to  every  registered  doctor  now 
practicing  in  Queensland,  such  circular  to  call  attention  of  all 
medical  practitioners  to  the  fact  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  them¬ 
selves  and  their  patients  that  they  should — in  all  cases  when  pres¬ 
cribing  unusual  doses  of  any  drug— distinctly  underline  or  initial  the 
quantity  or  dose  prescribed.  I  think  it  would  be  possible  to  word 
the  circular  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impress  upon  the  doctors  the 
urgent  necessity  of  adopting  this  simple  precaution.  Personally,  I 
would  be  inclined  to  go  farther  and  make  it  a  punishable  offence  for 
a  doctor  to  prescribe  apparently  dangerous  doses  without  making  it 
clearly  understood  that  such  doses  are  proper  under  the  circum¬ 
stances.  (I  believe  that  such  is  the  case  in  Germany.)  This  is, 
doubtless,  impracticable,  but  I  think  the  idea  of  the  circular  is  worth 
•consideration,  and  I  trust  you  will  be  good  enough  to  mention  the 
matter  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.” 

Imperial  Relations. — At  the  same  meeting,  the  following 
motion,  tabled  by  the  President,  was  carried  ananimously : — “  That 
a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Irish  and  Colonial  Pharmacy  Boards  and 
Societies,  inviting  them  to  join  in  making  a  joint  representation  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  in  favour  of  the 
reciprocity  of  British  and  Colonial  certificates.” 


SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 


The  Board  Vacancy. — The  election  of  a  member  to  fill  the  place  of 
the  late  Mr.  F.  E.  Grundy  was  disscussed  at  the  last  Board  meeting,  but 
owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  absence  of  two  or  three  members,  no  definite  steps 
were  taken  in  the  matter.  It  seems  scarcely  worth  while  to  have  an 
election  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  Board’s  term  of  office  will 
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terminate  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  that  the  new  member  could  scarcely 
take  his  seat  on  the  Board  before  August ;  but,  of  course,  all  things  must 
be  conducted  in  strict  accordance  with  the  regulations,  and  apparently 
these  require  that  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  as  soon  as  possible. 

Death  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Young — It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  we 
record  the  death  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Young.  The  hon.  secretary  of  the  Board 
and  Council  has  so  won  the  esteem  and  regard  of  his  co-workers  and  the 
Society  generally,  that  in  his  great  and  unexpected  sorrow  he  has  the  sym¬ 
pathy  of  all.  Mrs.  Young  had,  we  believe,  been  progressing  fairly  well  for 
some  three  weeks  after  the  birth  of  her  child,  when  suddenly  symptoms  of 
a  dangerous  nature  showed  themselves,  which  proved  fatal  within  a  few  days. 
The  members  of  the  Board  and  Council,  and  several  members  of  the 
Society,  besides  a  large  number  of  other  friends  were  present  at  the  grave. 
Mr.  Young  is  left  with  a  family  of  five  children. 

Rontgen  Photography. — Mr.  S.  Barbour  the  manufacturing  chemist 
of  Messrs.  F.  H.  Faulding  &  Co.,  has  recently  been  experimenting  with  a 
view  to  the  application  of  the  “  new  photography  ”  in  Adelaide,  and  his 
efforts  have  been  very  successful.  When  he  was  in  England  recently  for  a 
holiday,  Mr.  Barbour  succeeded  in  obtaining  as  a  favour  from  Messrs. 
Reynolds  &  Bransom,  Leeds,  two  tubes,  which  are  said  to  be  the  only  ones 
in  this  colony  at  present.  With  these,  Mr.  Barbour,  having  made  the  other 
necessary  arrangements,  has  given  demonstrations  which  have  clearly 
proved  the  utility  of  the  new  process.  General  interest  has  been  aroused 
among  the  medical  profession  here  in  the  experiments,  and  recently,  at  the 
Adelaide  University,  Professor  Bragg,  assisted  by  Mr,  Barbour  and  Mr. 
Rowe,  conducted  several  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  doctors,  and 
even  more  surprising  results  were  obtained.  In  order  to  give  the  rays  a 
severe  test,  a  man’s  foot  was  encased  in  plaster  of  paris  and  exposed  to 
their  effect.  So  far  as  is  known  here  this  is  the  most  severe  trial  the  rays 
have  been  subjected  to,  but  after  thirty  minutes’  exposure,  a  photograph 
showing  clearly  the  anatomy  of  the  foot  was  obtained,  the  plaster  not 
having  interefered  at  all  with  the  distinctness  of  the  picture.  A  lady  then 
placed  her  hand  under  the  influence  of  the  rays,  and  the  resulting  photo¬ 
graph  clearly  showed  the  position  of  a  piece  of  a  needle  which  had  troubled 
her  for  some  time,  the  doctors  not  having  been  able  to  locate  the  offending 
piece  of  steel  before.  It  is  understood  that  there  are  many  cases  of  this 
kind  awaiting  treatment  Messrs.  Faulding  &  Co.  have  taken  much 
interest  in  the  matter,  and  their  conduct  in  allowing  Messrs.  Barbour  and 
Rowe  to  devote  so  much  time  to  it  is  deserving  of  praise. 


NEW  ZEALAND. 


The  Pharmacy  Bill  is  promised  for  the  coming  session.  It  will, 
^however,  be  minus  the  clauses  which  caused  so  much  resistance  to  the 
.measure  last  session.  As  these  are  the  clauses  which  maintain  the  present, 
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and  improve  the  future  status  of  the  already  registered  chemist,  and  prohibit 
the  unqualified  and  the  herbalist  occupying  the  Lfield  in  opposition,  we 
have  no  reason  to  be  particularly  elated  with  the  news.  A  Bill  so  emascu¬ 
lated  is  an  undesirable  thing,  and  will  meet  with  determined  opposition 
both  in  and  out  of  Parliament.  So  far,  we  do  not  know  what  share  the 
Pharmacy  Board  has  had  in  making  the  above  announcement,  but  we  trust 
that  it  is  nothing  more  than  some  of  the  newspaper  gossip,  that  is  often 
given  utterance  to  before  the  commencement  of  the  session.  As  Parliament 
will  meet  before  this  letter  appears  in  print,  we  shall  probably  not  have  to 
wait  long  for  authentic  information. 

At  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  Association  a  letter  was  read 
from  the  Auckland  Chemists’  and  Druggists’  Society,  as  to  the  advisability 
of  affiliating  with  other  kindred  societies,  of  which  we  have,  in  all,  four  in 
the  colony,  presumably  for  offensive  and  defensive  purposes.  No  doubt  a 
federation  of  these  associations  would  be  beneficial,  as  then  we  could  bring 
the  whole  weight  of  our  opinions  and  desires  to  bear  on  any  question  of 
importance,  such  as  legislation,  that  had  a  bearing  on  the  general  welfare  of 
our  trade.  Unfortunately,  the  two  associations  of  Christchurch  and  Dunedin 
have  been  practically  dormant  for  some  time  past,  and,  unless  they  rouse 
themselves  from  their  lethargy,  they  can  only  paralyse  the  energies  of  the 
more  active  ones,  and  prevent  anything  like  unlike  action.  The  “Central” 
has  never  before  been  in  so  good  a  position  as  at  present.  Its  roll  of 
membership  has  increased  three-fold  during  the  past  four  years,  and  it  has 
been  able  to  do  good  work,  both  through  members  of  the  “  House,”  and 
through  the  press,  in  helping  on  the  cause  of  pharmacy  reform.  Of  course, 
its  proximity  to  the  seat  of  Government  gives  it  a  great  advantage 

The  election  of  a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  in  succession  to 
the  late  Mr.  Elder,  is  causing  a  little  excitement  among  our  Dunedin 
brethren.  Both  the  candidates,  Mr.  A.  M.  Loasby  and  Mr.  Bagley,  are 
chemists  in  that  city,  as  they  each  profess  to  have  special  qualifications  for 
the  office,  and  are  both  well  supported,  a  smart  contest  is  expected.  On 
account  of  their  distance  from  the  locale  of  the  Board,  they  cannot  hope  to 
attend  the  meetings,  so  that  the  honour  will  be  a  somewhat  barren  one. 

Business  has  been  for  some  time  past  in  a  depressed  condition.  As  far 
as  local  trade  is  concerned,  the  falling  off  may  have  been  influenced  by 
the  very  bad  weather  prevalent  during  the  later  Antumn  months.  For 
instance,  in  April  we  had  a  rainfall  of  12.153  inches,  as  against  3.525 
inches  in  April  last  year.  May,  however,  was  a  pleasanter  and  finer  month, 
free  from  winds,  and  with  very  few  wet  days,  so  that  shopping  business 
wras  undoubtedly  better  last  month. 

The  Report  of  Judge  Ward,  the  Royal  Commissioner  appointed  to 
enquire  into  the  alleged  mis-management  of  the  Ashburn  Hall  Private 
Asylum,  where  some  few  weeks  ago,  Mr.  Macalister,  chemist,  of  Inver¬ 
cargill,  a  patient  therein,  fatally  injured  himself  with  a  knife,  attributes 
great  carelessness  to  the  deceased’s  personal  attendant  in  leaving  a  knife 
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within  reach,  but  admits  otherwise  that  sufficient  care  and  attention  were 
bestowed  ;  exonerated  the  two  medical  men  from  unskilful  treatment  ;  and 
states  that  the  only  unkind  treatmerit  proved,  was  that  of  having  the  un¬ 
fortunate  gentleman  photographed  against  his  will ;  this  was  held  to  be 
initiating  a  needless  as  well  as  a  grave  impropriety ;  additional  night 
attendants  and  a  telephone  were  suggested  as  being  necessary. 

Mr.  Eccles,  chemist,  Napier,  is  an  unfortunate  man.  A  few  months 
ago  his  handsomely  fitted  branch  shop  at  Hastings  was  destroyed  by  fire ; 
•quite  recently  the  parent  shop  at  Napier  was  endangered  by  a  large  fire 
next  door,  and  his  valuable  stock  ruined  by  water. 

Sudden  Death. — Mr.  William  Smith,  dentist,  Hunterville,  died 
suddenly  on  the  2nd  inst.,  from  failure  of  the  heart’s  action.  Mr.  Smith 
served  his  apprenticeship  at  Mr.  Hoby’s  studio,  in  William-street,  and 
passed  his  final  examination  in  dentistry  only  a  few  months  ago.  He  was 
about  21  years  of  age.  At  the  inquest  it  was  proved  that  he  had  acci¬ 
dently  drunk  a  mixture  of  carbolic  acid  and  whisky,  which  had  caused  his 
death. 


TASMANIA. 


Messrs.  Hinsby  and  Clewer,  of  Elizabeth-street,  Hobart,  have 
•dissolved  partnership,  and  Mr.  George  Hinsby  has  gone  to  Scottsdale  to 
manage  the  Scottsdale  Pharmacy  for  Mr.  E.  C.  Dinham. 

Hobart  General  Hospital. — Dr.  Maxwell  has  resigned  the 
appointment  of  House  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Prott,  who  lately 
accepted  the  position  of  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Hobart  Corporation, 
and  was  formerly  assistant  House  Surgeon,  has  been  offered  the  appoint¬ 
ment  and  declined  it,  so  applications  will  be  invited  by  advertisement. 

Court  of  Medical  Examiners. — Dr.  R.  S.  Bright  has  been 
appointed  President  of  the  Court,  vice  Dr.  T.  C.  Smart,  deceased. 

The  Half-Yearly  Examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
were  held  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  the  10th  and  11th  inst.  Five 
candidates  entered,  viz.,  three  for  the  Final  and  Two  for  the  Preliminary. 
The  results  are — Frank  G.  Ivey,  of  Launceston,  passed  the  Final ;  two 
•others  failed  in  chemistry,  botany,  and  pharmacy.  John  G.  MTlwaine,  of 
Latrobe,  passed  the  Preliminary  ;  the  other  candidate  failed.  Mr.  A.  P. 
Miller  (^  vice-president  of  the  Society)  presided  at  the  Examining  Board, 
and  the  other  examiners  present  were  Messrs.  H.  T.  Gould  and  J.  T, 
Weaver,  of  Hobart,  and  F.  Styant  Brown,  of  Launceston.  The  newly, 
appointed  president  of  the  Court  of  Medical  Examiners  (Dr.  R.  S.  Bright), 
and  Drs.  Gam,  Butler,  and  E.  J.  Crouch  were  present  at  intervals  during 
the  examination.  The  Preliminary  Examination  was,  as  is  customary, 
conducted  by  Mr.  S.  Clemes,  Principal  of  the  Friends’  High  School, 
Hobart. 
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WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

Business  in  the  drug  trade  is  none  too  brisk  in  Western  Australia. 

Business  Change. — The  following  business  change  has  taken  place 
during  last  month — Mr.  J.  T.  Tunnock,  L.DS.,  has  removed  his  chemist’s 
business  from  Wellington-street,  Perth,  to  Leederville  (the  recently 
declared  corporate  town),  where  he  has  had  fitted  up  a  suitable  pharmacy. 
This  course  has  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  great  increase  in  his 
dental  practice  requiring  more  room  at  the  Wellington-street  premises. 

Deaths. — Mr.  Jno.  Chadwick  died  on  the  16th  May,  at  his  residence,. 
Spencer-street,  Southern  Cross,  in  his  sixty-seventh  year.  Mr.  Chadwick 
was  formerly  in  business  at  Dimboola,  Victoria. 

Mr.  Norman  McPherson  died  at  Cue,  over  whom  an  inquest  was 
held,  and  a  verdict  returned  to  the  effect  that  death  was  due  to  the  effects 
of  an  overdose  of  opium,  taken  for  insomnia.  It  was  shown  in  the 
evidence  that  deceased  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  opiates. 

One  of  the  Best  Drug  Establishments  in  Western  Australia  is 
that  of  the  West  Australian  Apothecaries’  Company,  in  High-street, 
Freemantle.  Mr.  H.  C.  Armstrong,  the  manager  in  Perth  for  the  Com¬ 
pany,  has  been  highly  eulogised  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has  fitted  up 
the  local  premises,  with  their  handsome  shop,  consulting  rooms  and 
laboratories.

THE  METHOD  OF  APPLYING  ETHYL 

CHLORIDE. 


Local  Jincesihesia  — In  order  to  obtain  local  anaesthesia  the  jet  must  be 
directed  on  the  part  desired  to  anaesthetise,  holding  the  nozzle  6  to  8  inches 
from  the  skin.  This  becomes  pink,  then  deep  red,  finally  white  like 

parchment.  This  white  colour  is  a  certain  sign  that  insensibility  has  been 
produced,  but  occasionally  it  happens  that  is  not  produced,  although 
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anaesthesia  is  complete.  In  most  instances  anaesthesia  is  produced  in  from 
a  half  to  one  minute,  and  lasts  for  about  two  minutes.  It  can,  however,, 
be  prolonged  at  will  by  increasing  the  duration  of  the  application. 

In  summer  time,  evaporation  being  more  rapid,  anaesthesia  can  often 
be  obtained  in  a  quarter  of  a  minute. 

One  can  always  expedite  the  evaporation  of  the  liquid  by  blowing  on* 
the  part  upon  which  it  has  been  sprayed. 

Note — We  supply  our  bulbs  with  a  fine  or  an  ordinary  spray.  The 
ordinary  jet,  enabling  one  to  anaesthetise  a  large  surface  at  once,  is  mostly 
used  in  the  treatment  of  neuralgia,  and  should  be  employed  whenever  it  is 
required  to  act  upon  a  large  surface  of  skin,  as  in  the  application  of  the 
thermocautery. 

The  fine  jet  acts  upon  a  small  surface  only,  and  the  liquid  evaporating 
on  the  point  only  to  which  it  is  directed,  produces  a  circumscribed 
anaesthesia  of  small  dimensions. 

Treatment  of  Pain . — Unscrew  the  cap  and  place  the  bulb  in  the  palm 
of  your  hand,  the  warmth  of  which  will  be  sufficient  to  start  the  spray.. 
Hold  the  bulb  at  a  distance  of  about  6  to  8  inches  from  the  skin,  and  hold 
it  in  a  horizontal  position.  Let  the  spray  play  upon  the  affected  part  for 
about  half  to  one  minute,  if  necessary.  The  pain  will  cease  at  once.  If  it 
should  return,  repeat  the  process,  which  is  absolutely  without  danger  and 
may  be  carried  on  any  number  of  times. 

Dentistry. — In  extracting  teeth,  the  jet  should  be  directed  to  the  dental 
nerves  as  near  their  origins  as  possible.  In  front  of  the  ear  for  the  upper 
teeth  behind  the  angle  of  the  inferior  maxilla  for  the  lower  ones.  The 
spray  should  be  applied  for  about  a  minute,  but  the  anaesthesia  thus 
produced  is  not  so  complete  as  when  the  jet  is  applied  directly  to  the  gums, 
and  as  this  last  method  is  devoid  of  danger  its  use  is  advised  in  all  cases 
except  those  of  the  last  molars,  which  are  not  easily  reached  by  the  spray. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  dentists  to  the  fineness  of  spray  in  the 
bulbs  manufactured  specially  for  them,  and  especially  those  with  curved 
nozzles.  Thanks  to  this  smallness  of  the  jet,  the  liquid  evaporates  only  on. 
the  spot  where  it  is  projected,  and  does  not  spread  in  the  mouth. 

There  is  sufficient  fluid  in  each  tube  to  enable  10-15  extractions  to 
be  made. 

In  operating  on  the  gums  it  is  advisable,  before  using  the  spray,  to 
smear  some  vaseline  over  them,  after  having  dried  first,  and  it  is  also  as 
well  to  protect  the  other  healthy  teeth  with  a  piece  of  linen  or  cloth. 

Remarks. — 1.  It  sometimes  may  happen  that  the  spray  is  not  produced 
as  soon  as  the  screw  cap  is  removed  and  the  bulb  held  in  a  horizontal 
position.  This  can  be  remedied  by  warming  the  bulb  a  few  minutes 
between  the  palms  of  the  hands  and  breathing  on  it. 

2.  After  using  the  spray  the  cap  must  be  screwed  on  tightly  if  one 
wishes  to  avoid  the  surprise  of  finding  bulb  empty  the  next  time  one 
wants  to  use  it. 
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HARMLESS  COLOURS  FOR  SYRUPS,  &c. 

The  following  have  been  recommended  as  harmless  colours  for  use  in 
colouring  syrups,  confectionery,  &c. 

Blue. — Tincture  of  indigo;  or  indigo  carmine,  250  grains  of  the 
latter  to  the  ounce  of  water.  Indigo  carmine  can  be  purchased  from 
dealers  in  such  articles,  but  if  you  desire  to  prepare  it  yourself,  proceed  as 
follows  : — 

Take  of  best  indigo  in  lump  any  convenient  quantity,  say  30  grains. 
Powder  in  a  large  capsule  (as  it  swells  enormously  in  subsequent  treatment) 
and  dry  thoroughly  in  the  water-bath.  When  entirely  dry  add,  drop  by 
drop,  four  times  its  weight  of  fuming  sulphuric  acid.  Cover  the  now 
swollen  mass  closely,  and  set  the  capsule  aside  for  twenty-four  hours.  At 
the  expiration  of  this  time  add  3  ounces  of  distilled  water,  a  little  at  a 
time,  with  constant  stirring,  and  transfer  to  a  tall,  narrow  beaker,  or  a 
similar  bottle,  and  let  stand  for  four  days,  giving  the  liquid  an  occasiona 
stirring  in  the  meantime.  Finally  neutralize  with  sodium  carbonate,  and 
be  very  careful  in  doing  it,  as  the  least  excess  of  alkali  may  cause  all  the 
indigo  to  separate  in  a  doughy  mass.  Filter  the  neutralized  solution  and 
evaporate  to  dryness,  at  a  low  heat,  in  a  water  bath.  The  resultant  powder, 
sulph-indigotate  of  sodium,  is  the  commercial  indigo  carmine. 

Red. — Cochineal  syrup,  prepared  as  follows  : — 

Cochineal  in  coarse  powder  ...  ...  ...  2  drs. 

Potassium  carbonate  ...  ...  ...  40grs. 

Distilled  water  ...  ...  ...  ...  5  fl.  drs. 

Alcohol  ...  ...  ..  ...  ...  4  fl.  drs. 

Simple  syrup  sufficient  to  make  .  ...  20  fl.  ozs. 

Rub  up  the  potassium  carbonate  and  cochineal  together,  add  the 
water  and  alcohol,  and  finally  add  the  syrup. 

Carmine  also  makes  a  fine  red.  To  prepare  it,  dissolve  the  carmine 
by  rubbing  with  a  few  drops  of  ammonia  water,  and  adding  sufficient  water 
to  make  one  ounce  for  every  20  grains  of  carmine  used. 

Yellow. — Tincture  or  infusion  of  Besiello  saffron.  Tincture  of 
turmeric  or  of  “  grains  d' Avignon  ”  (berries  of  a  rhamnus  found  in  the 
south  of  France)  or  solution  of  quercitrin. 

Orange.— A  red  added  to  any  of  the  yellows  will  produce  an  orange 
tint  Otherwise,  use  tincture  of  red  sandal  wood,  to  which  add  sufficient 
ethereal  extract  of  orlean  to  obtain  the  desired  tint. 

Green. — Make  an  infusion  of  1  part  saffron  to  20  parts  of  soft  water, 
and  to  it  add  sufficient  solution  of  indigo  carmine  until  the  desired  shade 
is  attained.  Another  green  may  be  made  as  follows  : — 

Tincture  of  crocus  ...  ...  ...  ...  8  parts. 

Glycerin  ...  ...  ...  ...  ...  8  parts. 

Solution  of  indigo  carmine  ...  ...  ...  3  to  5  parts. 

Mix. 

A  green  powder  that  is  useful  in  many  ways  may  be  made  by  thor¬ 
oughly  mixing  1  part  of  indigo  carmine  in  powder  with  100  parts  of 
turmeric  and  a  similar  amount  of  milk  sugar. 

Finally,  chlorophyll  is  now  a  commercial  article,  and  may  be  got 
through  any  wholesaler. 
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Brown. — Mix  licorice  juice  and  tincture  of  catechu  in  proportions 
suitable  to  the  desired  shade. 

Pink. — Carmine  dissolved  in  liquor  potassse,  i  part  to  6,  makes  a 
beautiful  pink,  which  must  be  cut,  before  using,  with  forty-eight  parts  of 
rose  water. — National  Druggist. 


WHAT  OF  THE  WATER  P 

What  kind  of  water  do  you  use  in  your  pharmacy  ? 

Is  it  distilled  water,  or  hydrant  water,  or  any  natural  water,  or 
boiled  water,  or  what  is  it  ? 

If  distilled  water,  how  is  it  distilled  ?  Do  you  distill  it  yourself, 
or  is  it  the  “  condense  ”  from  some  steam  manufacturing  establish¬ 
ment  ? 

In  some  pharmacopoeias  no  water  is  recognised  as  sufficiently 
pure  for  any  pharmaceutical  uses  except  specially  distilled  water ; 
in  other  pharmacopoeias  the  purest  natural  water  obtainable  is 
allowed  to  be  used  for  some  purposes,  while  distilled  water  is 
specifically  ordered  for  other  purposes.  Sometimes  it  is  directed 
that  when  water  not  distilled  is  permissible  it  must  first  be  boiled 
several  minutes,  then  allowed  to  cool,  and  finally  filtered  before  it  is 
used. 

The  inorganic  impurities  in  natural  water  are  the  least  serious. 
The  organic  impurities,  including  bacteria  and  other  organisms,  are 
far  more  objectionable. 

Do  you  know  that  your  solutions  and  other  preparations  are 
often  liable  to  deterioration  from  this  source?  And  do  you  know 
that  distilled  water  should,  indeed,  be  used  in  all  liquids  for  which 
water  is  prescribed  ? 

In  these  times  of  progress  it  is  criminal  carelsssness  to  use 
common  natural  water  in  the  preparation  of  hypodermic  injections 

and  many  other  liquids. 

* 

Always  make  your  own  distilled  water.  But  how  ? 

Do  not  use  any  natural  water  containing  organic  matter  unless 
you  treat  that  water  with  potassium  permanganate.  The  safest  plan 
is  to  add  grains  of  potassium  permanganate  to  each  gallon  of  the 
water  to  be  distilled  ;  let  this  stand  in  a  bottle  over  night  ;  then  add 
6o  grains  of  alum  dissolved  in  a  little  water,  and  mix  well ;  an  hour 
later  add  also  a  water  solution  containing  40  grains  of  sodium  phos¬ 
phate,  and  mix;  let  stand  several  hours;  then  filter;  boil  the  filtrate 
for  ten  minutes  ;  then  put  the  water  in  the  still  and  start  distillation  ; 
throw  away  the  first  pint  of  distillate;  then  collect  six  pints;  stop 
the  distillation  when  but  one  pint  remains  in  the  still.  Keep  the 
distilled  water,  thus  prepared,  in  glass  bottles  (the  necks  of  which 
are  to  be  closed)  not  with  corks  or  glass  stoppers,  but  with  a  cap  or 
loose  plug  of  clean  absorbent  cotton. 
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Most  drug  stores  would  probably  have  occasion  to  make  from 
two  to  five  gallons  of  distilled  water  at  a  time  ;  hence  we  have  given 
the  quantities  of  materials  in  these  directions  on  the  basis  of  one 
gallon  for  our  readers’  convenience. — Bulletin  of  Phavmacy.

C.  M.,  New  York. — In  addition  to  the  walnut  dye  mentioned  in  our 
last  issue,  the  following  has  been  proposed  : — 

Bismuth  citrate...  ...  ...  ...  ...  I  oz. 

Distilled  water ...  ...  ...  ...  ...  4  ozs. 

Alcohol  ...  ...  ...  ...  ..  5  drs. 

Ammonia  water,  a  sufficient  quantity. 


Sodium  hyposulphite  ...  ...  ...  ...  12  ozs. 

Distilled  water  ...  ...  ...  ...  4  ozs. 

After  washing  the  hair  thoroughly  with  soap  and  water  to  free  it  from 
grease,  and  rinsing  off  the  soap,  apply  number  one  with  a  brush,  and  when 
nearly  dry  apply  number  two.  When  dry  diess  the  hair  with  a  little  per¬ 
fumed  oil  to  restore  its  softness. 

The  silver  dyes  in  common  use  will  give  rather  a  brownish  tint,  than 
a  black,  if  sparingly  applied. — Druggists’  Cireular.

— This  correspondent  asks  for  “at 
formula  for  sblack-heads,”  and  under  the  supposition  that  a  remedy  for 
black-heads  is  really  what  he  wants,  we  extract  the  following  from  Dr. 
Ohmann-Dumesnil’s  “  Handbook  of  Dermatology  :  ”  Force  out  the  con¬ 
tents  with  an  extractor  (a  small  key  will  answer)  every  day,  then  apply  hot 
water,  followed  by  the  following  ointment : — 

Sulphur,  washed  ...  ...  ...  30  grs  to  1  dr. 

Oleaie  of  mercury  ...  ...  ...  30  gr. 

Cold  cream  ...  ...  ...  ...  I  oz. 

M.  Sig.  :  Apply  at  night. 

If  used  after  the  hot  water  application,  the  following  ointment, 
thoroughly  rubbed  in,  will  be  found  efficient  : — 

Resorcin  ...  ...  ..  ...  ...  12  grs. 

Cold  cream  ...  ...  ...  ...  ...  1  oz. 

Mix.  Apply  at  night.

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WHEN  ANAESTHETICS  WERE  FIRST  USED  IN 

SURGICAL  OPERATIONS.

The  employment  of  the  juice  of  the  poppy,  or  the  mandrake,  or  other 
narcotics  to  diminish  sensibility  is  very  old.  Herodotus,  fifth  century 
b.c.,  tells  us  that  for  this  purpose  the  Scythians  used  the  vapour  of  hemp 
seed.  It  is  even  maintained  by  some  that  the  early  Greek  physicians 
produced  hypnotic  insensibility  before  operations.  Pliny,  who  died 
a.d.  79,  says  that  a  decoction  of  mandragora  (mandrake)  is  taken  “  before 
cuttings  and  puncturings,  lest  they  should  be  felt.”  Disoscorides,  of 
Cihcia,  a  physician  of  the  second  century,  says,  in  his  book  on  materia 
medica,  that  mandragora  “  causes  insensibility— anaesthesia — in  those 
who  are  to  be  cut  or  cauterised.”  According  to  a  very  ancient  Chinese 
manuscript  the  physician  Honthrow  used  to  give  preparations  of  hemp 
before  operations  to  prevent  the  pam  being  felt.  In  medical  books  of 
the  eleventh  and  twelfth  centuries  we  read  of  preparations,  the  smelling  or 
inhaling  of  which  caused  insensibility  of  patients  about  to  be  operated 
upon.  The  indiscriminate  use  of  anaesthetics  by  quacks  made  them 
fall  into  disrepute,  and  their  use  seems  to  have  almost  died  out,  when 
Sir  Humphrey  Davy  began  to  advocate  the  use  of  nitrous  oxide 
as  an  anaesthetic.  Little  notice  was  taken  of  his  suggestions,  or  of  other 
similar  ones,  for  some  years.  However,  in  1844,  Dr.  Wells,  and  in  1846, 
Dr.  Morton,  both  American  dentists,  began  the  use  of  nitrous  oxide  and 
ether  in  chemistry  with  great  success.  In  1846  the  practice  began  to 
spread  in  England  and  on  the  continent. — Bmgoynt  s  Price  Current.
